At the same time, 
dispatches from Ottawa stated the 
Canadian government is seriously con- 
sidering taking over the wheat market 
due to the bearish movement. 

A proclamation was issued by the 
national officers of the United States 
Wheat Growers’ association urging a 
suspension of sales of wheat by farm- 
ers until the price rallies to $3.00. This | 
action was hastened by another sharp 
drop in price on Friday when wheat 
declined more than 6 cents a bushel. 


Clerk’s Error Blamed.

“A slip of a clerk’s 
pen turned the market upside down, 
caused ‘the Canadian government to 
sit up and take notice and sent the 
wheat growers al] over the country in 
a frenzy. | 

“Tt seems that about two months 
ago Rosenbaum Brothers employed a 
young man who is still green in the 
business. Friday’s order was to sell 
1,000 bushels. In putting the order 
down the young man accidentally add- 
ed three more ciphers and the brokers 
dumped a million bushels in the 
market.” 

Broker Gives Another Side. 

‘Because of the clerk’s inexperience, 
his entire innocence in the matter, and 
the harmful effect that publicity might 
have on his career his name is witn- 
held. 

Edward L. Glaser, president of Ro- 

senbaum Bros., denied that the error 
had been as large as commonly re-

Belfast Business Men 
Perplexed.

BELFAST, Oct. 9.—Premier Lloyd 
George apparently made the greatest 
political mistake of his life in his dec- 
laration that dominion home rule for 
Ireland means two shillings on the 


pound income tax for Belfast, while 
Glasgow and Manchester pay six shill- 
ings. 

It is a mistake if Lloyd George 
means to hold the loyalty of Belfast 
to British home rule. If he is plan. 
ning to drive Ulster into the arms of 
the rest of Ireland he couldn't have 
planned anything better. I find busi- 
ness men in this city perplexed and 
worried over the situation. They have 
been told for decades that a free Ire- 
land would mean an increased _ taxa- 
tion because of the expected ineffi- 
ciency of an Irish administration. That 
argument has been pretty well knocked 
on the head by the breakdown of the 
British ‘government machinery in Ire- 
land. and now the British -.premier 
comes along and tells them that Ire- 
land is able to govern ‘herself at a third 
of the cost required under British rule. 


Cautious in Interviews. 


I find as much terrorism here as in 
the south and west of the country. 
Business men here, while willing to 
talk privately, are unwilling to be 
quoted because they ere afraid of busi- 
ness discriminat'~_ em their Orange 
colleagues. A half a dozen men told 
me today that if the premier’s figures 
are correct they would be inclined to 
think seriously about the political 
problems, but the official spokesmen 
are noncommital. 

Lord Mayor William Coates told me 
that he has been so busy with local 
disorders that he has been unable to 
consider national affairs. Hugh Gar- 
ret, chairman of the chamber of com- 
merce, told me that he had no doubt. 
the figures were quite correct, but he 
declaréd that Belfast business fhen.are 
willing to pay that @ffferénce for the 
sake of their connection with Britain. 

Some Are Willing to Pay. 

“There is no use talking about any 
of these so-called settlements,” he said. 
“There is no half way house between 
the present British connection and 
complete separation. We only want to 
be left as we are. We are willing to 
pay our share of the empire’s ex- 
penses.” 

It should be stated, however, that 
Mr. Garret heads the Dunville com- 
pany, the largest distillers in Ire 
land, and, while he may speak for the 
big men, who can afford to pay, the 
little a middle sized traders are 
thinkirfg more seriously of the matter.

A scant reference to it was put in the covenant 
on his return to Paris, one to which the Repub- 
licans in the senate properly objected as inade- 
quate. We believe that Tue TRrIsunw was the firet 
to remember s basic principle of for- 
eign policy and to demand its in on in any 
agreements into which the United States entered. 
It was one pledge—and virtually the only one— 
which other nations could make in the interest of 
the United States. The pledges of the covenant 

run all the ether way—from the United States to 
other nations. Here was the one guarafity the 
United States could demand. It was simple. It 
merely asked Europe to pledge itself to keep its 
politics out of the western hemisphere. 

We regard the reference made by the covenant 
as inadequate and unsatisfactory. It is a phrase 
included indifferently because there was a growing 
alarm at home. It provides that nothing shall 
nullify “regional understandings, such as the Mon- 
roe doctring.” 

That is a lean and thin description of the great 
American policy. The Monroe doctrine ts not a 
regional understanding. It covers the western 
world. Continents are not {fn any political sense 
regions, and the Monroe doctrine is not an under 
standing. It is an assertion. It has stood without 
the asked for consent of any nation. It has been 
agreeable to British policy. It has been hestile to 
French and German policy. It may be hestile to 
Japanese policy. The Lodge supplemental resolu- 
tion was aimed at Japanese activities in Mexico. | 

It has stood as the peace protecting policy of the 
United States, and it has operated for nearly a 
hundred years to keep North and South America 
from European complications, aggressions, con- 
quests, and wars. =. 

Because of it Europe was not fighting in North 
and South America as it was fighting in Asia and 
Africa during the war. It is a tried instrument of 
peace. It was omitted wholly at first in the cove 
nant and then slurred. Americans who want the 
‘Deace of the world preserved will have a definite 
declaration, not one easily misinterpreted and mis- 

construed and readily twisted. 
North and South America, left to themsetves, 
have demonstrated their ability to keep peace. 
Even Latin states, naturally inclined to hostilities, 


have been restrained, and such conflict as occurred 


has been localized. 

The serious menaces of peace have aprung from 
the presence of European powers on this side, or 
from their attempts to get footing. .The United 
* States hed to go to war to expel the Spanish and

trouble, but yielded to a sharp threat. 


We have kept the peace with the Monroe doc-

WHAT THE JAPANESE MEAN 
TO CALIFORNIA. 


Ap important contribution to the current discus. 
_ sion of the Japanese-American problem is con- 
tained in an article by Mr. Lethrop Stoddard in 
October number’ of World’s Work. Facts and 
figures showing the strangle hold which the Japa- 
nese are getting on the Pacific coast and the at- 
tendant danger to the country as a whole are fea- 
tures of the article. 

The Japanese immigration question is revealed 
as a problem dating back not more than twenty 
years. In 1899 the number of Japanese immigrants 

_ entering California was only 2,844. The next year 
) it jumped to 12,635, By 1907 the federal records 
' show 30,645 Japanese immigrants. So great was 

_. the flood, and so strong the barrier of public opinion 

_ which rose to dam it, that the federal government 

was prevailed upon té take restrictive action. In 

order to wound Japanese sensibilities as little as 

possible, the so-called “gentlemen's agreement” 
> was entered into, by which Japan restricted the

_ Jn two years, under this agreement, immigration 
$ dropped to 3,925, and California heaved a sigh of

As a direct result, immigration immediately began 
to increase again and grew steadily. Last year it 
had reached 16,075. That is the way Japan is in- 
terpreting the “ gentlemen’s agreement.” 
Supplementing this immigration, the birth of 
Japanese babies has strengthened Japan's hold in 
Calffornia. Before the “ gentiemen’s agreement.”

: showed 122,293 males and 20,363 females. Since the 


agreement the records show an immigration of 
33,510 males and 80,532 females. A large propor- 
tion of these Japanese immigrant women were

@ result the Japanese population of California in- 
creased 20,331 by birth in the years 1910-19. The 
progressive annual increase is shown by the record 
of 719 births in 1910 and 4,378 in 1919. 7 
These children, born on American soil, though 
of alien ‘parents, are entitled to own land. It is 
‘the common practice for their parents to buy land 
in their ngmes, have themselves appointed guar-

California land laws at naught Japanese now hold 
458,066 acres of a total of 3,893,500. acres of irri- 
gated land, the richest in the state. 

The Japanese birth rate in the state in 1910 was 
2.24 per cent of the total. In 1919 it had-increased 
to 7.82 per cent. One out of every thirteen children 
born in California last year was a Japanese. In 
the rural parts of Sacramento county 49 per cent 
of all births were Japanese last year. The Los An- 
geles Timed has figured out that if the present 
birth o continued for ten years there would be 
150,000 Japanese children born in California in 
1929, as against 40,000 white children. At the 
same ratio the majority of the population of Callt- 
fornia would be Japanese in 1949... 

With these figures in mind, the importance of 
the problem to California can readily be seen. Call- 
fornia is a part of the United States. The problem 
is therefore distinctly a national one. Already the 
Japanese are spreading into Utah and Idaho, with 
a sprinkling im other states. It seems evident that 
both.Gov. Cox and Senator Harding are wise in 
taking a definite stand for elimination of this men- 
ace. It thragtened @n open rupture with Japan in 
1907, again in 1913; and required an official warn- 
ing from Secretary Lansing during the peace nego- 
tiations to prevent trouble. 

Such threats as that of the veteran Japanese 
statesman Viscount Kaneko on June 17 of this 
year indicate that it is increasing in danger. He 
said: “Japan has borne patiently a long series of 
attacks upon the legal rights of the Japanese in 
California, but the limit of endurance has been 
very nearly reached.” J 

American endurance also has its limits. We de 
voutly hope neither the Japanese limit nor the 
American will be reached. ' } 


THE TEST OF CITIZENSHIP. 


American citizens who recognize the advantages 
of the American form of government over the gov- 
ernments of Europe or Asia are confronted by a 
simple test of patriotism and intelligence in up- 
holding that belief. The very simplicity of the test 
will brand those who fail in it as mental, if not 
moral, slackers. It is the test of the ballot box. It 
requires two actions, registration and voting. 
Those persons who do not register to vote are 
jeopardizing the government under which they live 
and the country which we believe most of them 
love when they pause fo think about it, Ours is a 
government by the people. the people fail to 
register their choice of policies and principles at 
the polls by a selection of public officials pledged to 
certain policies and principles, they fail to govern 
themscives. They leave to others the formation 
and enforcement of laws which shall regulate their 
own lives. 

The same man or woman who would resent the 
command of a stranger to keep off the sidewalk, or 
te change the breakfast menu or the hours of work 
and the program of recreation, will, by failure to 
vote, allow strangers without opposition to dictate 
that he or she shall pay a certain tariff upon a 


tax or perhaps 
Turkey. 
Tt commentary upon the fntelligence of 
certain American citizens that they will not take 
the trouble to help determine the future of the 
nation upon which their own futures depend. 

In the coming election we are confronted by a 
problem of policy which probably is more important 
to the future of the United States than any political 
problem since secession. It lies with the voters to 
eettle this problem. It should be a personal interest 
with every citizen. The only day to register, that 
we may vote, ts next Tuesday, Oct. 12. Those who 
fafl to qualify at this time and later to vote on 
Nov. 2 are eo retifiss in their duties that we might 
almost say they will deserve the worst they may 
got.

CHICAGO TO NEW ORLEANS. 
After a delay of twelve years actual work is to be 


commenced on the canal which is té connect the 
navigable waters of DHilinois river with Lake Michi- 
gan at Chicago by #deep water channel, permitting 
practical water transportation from Chicago to New 
Orieans and to all other ports on the Mississippi 
and its navigable tributaries. As a new development 
in the facilities for foreign trade in the Mississippi 
valley this project has great possibilities. As far back 
as 1903 the people of Illinois authorized the expendi- 
ture of $20,000,000 for the ogening of thi§ channel, 
but opposition by United States engineers prevented 
the work from being undertaken, the objection raised 
being a fear that there might ensue a lowering of the 
level of the lakes and an injury to lake commerce. 
All obstacles have been swept aside and actual con. 
struction will begin in October, . 

How long it will take to put this new deep water 
route into actual use is not certain. There are various 
indefinite elements not computable. But it should not 
take more than two or three years to get the route 
into shape. After that development of its use will 
be the problem. , 

Exporters and importers of Chitago are looking 
forward to extensive use of the new route by way of 
the Mississippi and New Orieans. St. Louis }s already 
using this route for export and import, but not on 
so large a scale as Chicago expects to usd it. By the 
time the new channel ts open and new boats and barges 
are on the river because of that fact, river transporta-} 
tion with St. Louis as a ferminal should be largely 
expanded. It would have been a great relief to the 
congestion during the war if this channel had been 
open, as it would have been if the intent of the people 
of Illinois had been permitted to be carried out when 
the project was approved. The Missisel ppi valley 
needs this great transportation artery, just as it needs

demic of 1918 appear to have been 
offset by low mortality rates since 
that time. 
The average mortality rate of Chicago 


{ for 1900-1917 was 14.67 per 1,000. In 1918, 
| by reason of influenza, the rate jumped 


to 17.17. In other words, the death rate 
of the year 1918 was 2.5 per 1,000 higher, 
largely due to the prevalence of influenza. 
This increase was altogether in the last 
three mpnths of the year, and the condi- 
tions of health were terrible. Our people 
were panic stricken, as they had a right 
to be, * 

When we turn back into the health his- 
tory of Chicago we find that the death 
rate of 1895 was higher than that of the 
great influenza year 1918, and that never 
in the history of Chicago had there been 
a rate as low as that of 1918. But even 
at that we have saved enough lives since 
1918 to make up for the high rate of that 
year. 

In 1919 the rate was 12.97,. or 1.7 per 
1,000 lower than the average for the 
eight years prior to the epidemic. In 
other words, in 1919 we saved 1.7 of the 
2.6 lost in 1918. During the first nine 
months of 1920 the death rate has been 
12.8, or 1.8 per 1,000 below the average. 
Adding the saving during the nine months 
to the saving during the twelve months 
of 1919, we find that we have saved 
en6ugh to make up the losses of 1918 and 
still be 1 per 1,000 to the good.

During the week of Sept. 18 the 58 larg- 
est cities had an average death rate of 
10.8 All summer long I have watched 
the weekly report of death rates of these 
cities as given by the United States cen- 
sus office and noted the nation-wide wave 
of good health. This weekly report indi- 
cates that the entire country soon will 
have recouped the losses of 1918. 

In the week of Sept. 18 Norfolk had a 
death rate of 4.5; Seattle, 6.8, and 18 
places, nearly one-third of the entire 
number, had rates of less than 10.

ducer to consumer to eliminate costly 


moves in handling is a plan that will 
be tried out in Chicago next week by 
the Illinois Agricultural association. 


“T will .take.a chance on earload 
of pears not selling and having to be 
dumped into Lake Michigan in order 


buy fruit at a reasonable price from 
the car door,” said Mr. Purcell, who 
has a fifty acre orchard. 
Cost to the Shipper. — 

Throughout the Alma district it costs 
the growets 7 cents a bushel to have 
the pears packed and about 10 per cent 
of them are culls this year. In the 


Purcell orchard there were four women | 


and a man at the sorting table. This 
added another 4 cents a bushel for 
culling. Still another 7 cents is added 
‘to each bushel to cover the cost of 
loading, hauling, and placing in cars. | 
The baskets cost 35 cents each, mak- 
ing a total %8. cent# for picking, 
sorting, packing, hauling, and teading 
on cars at the local station. : 

The freight from Alma to Chicago is 
approximately fifteen cents on each bu- 
shel basket, and an estimated cost of 
fifteen cents on each basket is added

tacked on the consumer’s bill when he 
buys a basket of fruit by selling ‘the 


By this means Chicagoans will be 
able to get No. 1 Keiffer pears at a 
price not to exceed $1.50 a bushel bas- 
ket, the association promises. 

After investigating the pear situa 
tion in orchards and through various 
market channels, the farmer’s state 
bureau believes it can effect a saving 
for the public and get a fair rc ge 
the grower. The plan is conside of 
particular advantage ,to those who 
want to can fruit. 


. Ship Car for Experiment. 

Acting on this theory, officials of 
the bureau have ordered a carload of 
pears to be shipped today from D. D. 
Purcell’s orchard at Alma, the heart of 
the southern Illinois pear district. The 
car will be spotted on Lowe avente 
between Sixty-third and Sixty-fourth 
streets, and the sale will begin at 10 
o’olock Tuesday morning. 


While Chicago housewives have been
